After Keshas 16-month-long legal battle 
to be released from her contract with 
producer Dr. Luke was dealt a major 
blow on Feb. 19— a New York supreme 
court judge dismissed her plea for a 
preliminary injunction— the singer, 28, 
broke down, barely stifling her sobs as 
she buried her face in her hands. But that 
was only the start of the drama to come. 
On Feb. 22 the 42 -year-old hitmaker 
(born Lukasz Gottwald) took to Twitter 
to defend himself against Kesha’s 
allegations— which became public in her 
2014 lawsuit— that he “made repeated 
sexual advances toward her” and “would 
force her to use drugs and alcohol to 
remove her defenses.” Luke, who is 
countersuing for breach of contract and 
defamation, responded, “I didn’t rape 
Kesha and I have never had sex with 
her. Kesha and I were friends for many 
years and she was like my little sister . . . 
It’s sad that she would turn a contract 
negotiation into something so 
horrendous and untrue.” 

The L.A.-born, Nashville- 
raised Kesha was 18 when she 
signed on to Luke’s Kemosabe 
Records, a division of Sony 
Music Group. The producer, 
who steered Kelly Clarkson’s 
2004 smash “Since U Been 
Gone” and Katy Perry’s hits

“California Gurls” 
and “Teenage 
Dream,” helped 

Kesha achieve breakout success with 
her 2010 debut Animal. But in 2014, 
Kesha’s mom, Pebe Sebert, told People 
that Luke had bullied her daughter 
about her weight, leading her 
to undergo treatment for bulimia. 

(Luke denied the allegations.) 

As the court case drags on, Kesha 
continues to fight to be released from 
her contract even as she is already free 
to record for the label without coming 
into contact with Luke. “There are issues 
beyond just whether she has to see him,” 
says a source close to the situation. 

“They would still be contractually tied 
[through the label], so it’s not exactly an 
untethering of the two.” 

Many of Kesha’s peers have shown their 
support (see box), but an industry insider 
says the star faces an uphill battle. “Her 
only way out is if there’s been 
a breach of contract,” says the 
insider, adding that normally 
such matters are resolved 
through a money settlement. 
Kesha is now in largely uncharted 
territory: “This kind of thing 
usually doesn’t go to court.”

I was diagnosed with type 1 diabetes when I was 
about 12 years old. We knew very little about it, 
and it was very difficult to accept. Type 1 diabetes 
is an incurable and insulin-dependent disease, and 
it took me most of my teenage years and early 20s 
to acknowledge that it was serious. Now I think its important to talk about the 
disease, especially to children who are traumatized and think their lives are 
over. Beyond Type 1 is really addressing young kids directly. The website gives 
them a place to ask questions and to see how other people are dealing with it, 
and how parents are dealing with it. I think that the worst feeling for any kid is to 
think that their life has been cut short or diminished in some way by this 

disease. What we need is a cure, but in the meantime

I magine if Mark Twain wrote 
Huckleberry Finn, then rarely 
put pen to paper. Or if Shake- 
speare gave us only Hamlet 
before packing up his quills. 
That's the legacy of Nelle Harper Lee, 
who published To Kill a Mockingbird in 
1960, then retired to Monroeville, Ala. 
She died on Feb. 19 at age 89, one of our 
country's most revered authors, and 
one of its most elusive. 

The intensely private Lee was once 
very much of the world. She went to 
college and law school in Alabama, then 
moved to New York in the late '40s. She 
did research for her friend Truman

Capote and his novel In Cold Blood. She wrote her own book 
about a white southern lawyer named Atticus Finch fighting 
to save ablack man's life. Then she was famous, earning a Pulit- 
zer Prize and watching as the film based on her novel won 
three Oscars. While the world waited for more, Lee, who never 
married or had children, reportedly told a friend, “I have said 
what I wanted to say, and I will not say it again." 

That maybe why the 2015 publication of the book Go Set 
a Watchman , featuring Atticus 20 years later, was so contro- 
versial. Lee was in ill health, raising speculation that she 
didn't authorize its release. Still, the love never waned for the 
original work and its heroine, Atticus's daughter Scout, in 
whom readers often see Lee herself. But she was many of her 
characters— the righteous Atticus, the clear-eyed truth teller 
Miss Maudie and even the neighborhood recluse Boo Radley, 
leaving us a precious gift to make of what we will. •

Your options. If you do nothing: (1) you will be bound by

M att Mellen needed a ride to a 
friend's house in Kalamazoo, 
Mich., and used his mobile 
app to contact the ride-share 
service Uber, which sent him 
photos of a blue Chevrolet 
HHR and the driver named Jason 
who picked him up about 4:30 p.m. on 
Feb. 20. But halfway through, his trip 
turned terrifying. The driver ignored 
a stop sign, sideswiped a car, then 
swerved at high speed through on- 
coming traffic. When Mellen begged 
him to pull over, “he refused," Mellen's 
fiancee, Mackenzie Waite, posted soon 


after on Facebook; Mellen escaped only 
when the car stopped and he jumped 
out. “He was acting completely normal 
throughout all of this erratic driving!!" 
Waite wrote as a warning 
to others. “This uber driver 
named JASON ... is NOT a 
safe ride. Fm thankful that 
no one was hurt yet." 

But two hours later, after 
police called back to verify 
Mellen's 911 report, another 
tale of terror was unfolding. 

Around 6 p.m. a man in a 
vehicle matching the de- 


scription given by Mellen drove into 
an apartment parking lot, fired shots at 
a woman watching children play out- 
side, then sideswiped a car as he fled. 

By 10:30 p.m., shootings at 
two more locations— a car 
dealership and a restau- 
rant parking lot— had left 
six dead and two injured, 
including a 14-year-old girl 
who at press time was cling- 
ing to life. With the city of 
75,000 on alert as residents 
followed the unfolding 
nightmare, police pulled

The troubling case of Jason 
Dalton raises questions about 
security standards at Uber, the 
$62.5 billion online ride-sharing 
company founded in 2009.

But on the long-ago summer 
day when Elizabeth Taylor was vis- 
iting Andy Warhol's Montauk, N.Y., 
beach house and decided to head 
into town, she had no need of car 
and driver. “Let's hitchhike!" Taylor 
suggested to her friend, photogra- 
pher Firooz Zahedi. Recalling the 
preposterous scene from 1976 in his 
new photographic memoir My Eliza- 
beth, Zahedi describes the Hollywood 
legend, unrecognizable in a T-shirt 
and bell-bottom jeans, on the side of 
a country road with her thumb out. 
Soon enough Taylor and Zahedi were 
in the back of a pickup truck, with the 
giggling movie star boasting, “See! It 
wasn't that hard, now was it?" 

Hitchhiker, hippie, humanitarian 
and fry cook: That ’ s the Elizabeth 
Taylor Zahedi saw— not only through 
his 35-mm. lens but through a 
35-year friendship that began when 
Henry Kissinger tried playing Cupid 
for Taylor (unsuccessfully, with 
Zahedi's diplomat cousin) and 
spanned the latter half of the screen 
legend's life. Now, on the five-year 
anniversary of Taylor's death at age 
79, Zahedi is publishing My Elizabeth, 
his intimate portfolio of Taylor's off- 
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screen life, to benefit the Eliza- 
beth Taylor AIDS Foundation 
(ETAF.org) that was her final 
passion. The book, which con- 
tains many never-before-pub- 
lished photos, opens a window 
onto the woman behind the 
movie marquees, husbands, glamour 
and jewels. "She didn't give a damn 
about looking camera-ready," says 
Zahedi, 66. "She was very low-key, 
very hippie, very sweet. And maternal 
too— like your fantasy mother, the 
one who lets you do fun things." 

Although Taylor's four children 
grew up wary of press intru- 
sions— "She taught us early on to not 
pay any attention to [tabloids]," her 
son Christopher Wilding, now 61, 
told People in 2013— her family, 
including her granddaughter Laela 
Wilding, welcomes Zahedi's book of 
memories that are so like their own. 
"With Grandma, our favorite thing to 
do was to stay in bed together, just 
snuggling and chatting and eating 
lunch and watching movies," Laela, 
44, one of the star's 10 grandchildren, 
tells People in a rare interview. She 
and Taylor would talk about boys, 
play dress-up and browse "Grand- 
ma's" jewelry closet, home of the leg- 
endary 33-carat Krupp diamond 
from fifth husband Richard Burton, 
whom she married twice. "I knew she 
was famous, but when I was with her, 
she was larger than life in the most 
wonderful way— fun and funny and 
very accepting," says Laela. She and 
several of Taylor's other grandchil-

“She wanted to take care 
of others, and that motherly ener- 
gy infused all of her relationships," 
says Laela. “She really wanted to 
break down the stigma of AIDS." 

Several years earlier, in 1976, 
Taylor, then 44, and Zahedi, a 
former ambassador's assistant 
17 years her junior, met and 
soon became a playful, platonic 
twosome who traveled together 
through his native Iran, her Hol- 
lywood home turf, Washington, 
D.C., and more. Taylor encour- 
aged Zahedi to chuck his fam- 
ily's traditional expectations 
and make a career of photog- 
raphy, starting as her personal pho- 
tographer on the set oi A Little Night 
Music. “She basically saved my life," 
he says. She was casual, easygoing 
and quick to laugh— even at aging. 

“It wasn't her looks that she worried 
about, it was her health," he adds. 

The pair's colorful story might 
have included romance if only Zahe- 
di hadn't so fiercely denied rumors 
in 2006 that he was to be husband 
No. 9. “That upset her because I said 
older women shouldn't marry young- 
er men," says Zahedi now. “There 
is always this ridicule about older 
actresses . . . and I didn't want her 
to be ridiculed again." The last time 
he spoke to Taylor before her death 
in March 2011, they were mulling a 
Christmas Eve outing. Zahedi joked 
about running off to a Vegas wedding 
chapel. “And she gave me one of those 
cackling laughs of hers and said, 

'No way, Buster.' Like, you had your 
chance— and you blew it."

O n a recent Saturday, Carlos 
Morales's Phoenix home is filled 
to the brim with people he loves. 
They are here to share a joyous 
occasion— the 1st birthday of 
his quadruplets, Tracy, Carlos 
Jr. and identical twins Erica 
and Paisley. Hours earlier, many of those same 
people had joined him on a 30-minute walk to cel- 
ebrate his late wife, Erica, who died just one year 
ago. There were tears and smiles as they strolled 
through the neighborhood where she grew up, 
sharing stories about the woman they all loved. At 
the end everyone released purple balloons (one of 
Erica's favorite colors) in her honor. "This is how 
we keep Erica's memory alive," says Carlos, as 
he wipes away tears. "I want my babies to know 
everything about their mom. She might not be 
here, but they will feel her presence."

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For Carlos the birth of his children and the 
death of his wife will always be linked. On 
Jan. 15, 2015, at 5:51 p.m., Ericabegan givingbirth 
by C-section to the children they'd tried so hard 
to have for so many years. Though they were five 
weeks early, the babies were perfect. "It was one of 
the best and most wonderful moments of my life," 
says Carlos, 30, a warehouse supervisor. Eight 
hours later, before she'd even had a chance to hold 
her children. Erica, 36, died of hypovolemic shock, 
an emergency condition involving massive blood 
loss. “I went from feeling like the happiest man in 
the world to feeling alone and empty," says Carlos. 

Friends and strangers alike quickly rallied to 
help the grieving father. Nicole Todman, Erica's 
childhood best friend, started a GoFundMe site 
(gofundme.com/kbkpag) to help Carlos, now 
a single father raising their children on one 
salary instead of two. The babies' births fol- 
lowed so closely by their mother's 
death captured the hearts of people 
across the world. Donations poured 
in from thousands of strangers. Car- 
los's mother-in-law, Sondra Bridges, 
whom Erica had asked to move in to 
help with the babies, agreed to stay. 

She's still there with no plans to leave. 

"We are a good team and have the 
babies' best interests at heart," says 
Sondra, 57. "He loves me, and I love 


him, and we love these children." Adds Carlos: "I 
don't think I could do it without her help." 

Together they have shared all the milestones 
in the babies' lives that he and Erica would have 
shared. "Emotionally it's been superhard," says 
Carlos, "because all the little things that the babies 
are doing now I wish she could be here and watch 
with me." Tracy was the first to talk. Her first words 
at 10 months— Ma, Ma, Ma— were "a shock," says 
Carlos. "It was very hard to hear Tracy say that. I 
looked at Sondra, and she started crying. It was a 
good moment, but at the same time it was sad." 

• •• 

The quadruplets are clearly blossoming under all 

that heartfelt care and affection. When they were 
born they weighed between 2 lbs. 10 oz. (Erica) 
and 3 lbs. 4 oz. (Tracy). Now all four weigh about 
20 lbs. and are big enough to sit in their high chairs 
and eat their mix of solid and baby 
food at the kitchen table with Carlos 
and Sondra. Two months ago the qua- 
druplets started crawling, and Carlos 
Jr. and Tracy are now trying to walk. 

It's also clear that this is a home 
overflowing with love— and babies. 
Buckets of organic baby food and 
formula line the hallway, while boxes 
of Huggies Snug & Dry Ultra diapers 
are stacked in the garage. The babies

all share one room, but two 
baby beds stay in the living 
room for impromptu naps. 

Four bouncy chairs help 
keep them occupied. In the 
kitchen, more than a dozen 
baby bottles (labeled with 
each of their names) and 
binkies are being cleaned at 
any given time. A large green 
neon sign on the wall greets 
visitors as they walk in, giv- 
ing a list of a dozen or so rules to “help keep the 
babies healthy & HAPPY.” (First up: “Please wash 
your hands. Now is a good time. Soap & Water not 
hand sanitizer.”) 

Carlos and Sondra have also gotten the kids into 
a routine and, miraculously, on the same sleeping 
schedule. Sondra watches them during the day 
while Carlos goes to work. (He went back full-time 
in April.) “It was hard because I kept on thinking 
that Erica should be at home with the babies,” he 
says of that decision. Carlos uses his breaks to call 
or FaceTime with the kids. After work he's hands-on 
from the minute he gets in the door between 5 and 

6 p.m. “The first thing that I do is start playing with 
the babies,” he says. “It doesn't matter how many 
hours I work, I look forward to coming home.” The 
kids go to bed around 8 p.m. and are usually up by 

7 a.m. “Most of the time they sleep through the 
night,” Carlos says. “If they wake up it's because the 
binkies fell out of their mouths. It's easy for me to 
calm them down, and then they'll fall back to sleep.” 

When they are awake, their emerging person- 
alities shine through. Tracy is “independent” 
but “calm and relaxed,” says Carlos. “You can 
put her on the floor, and she will play with toys.” 
Erica is “a little bit spicy” he says. “She's the boss; 
if she wants something she has to get it— just like 
her mom.” Paisley “is like Erica but she can wait,” 
he says. “We nicknamed her Patient Paisley.” And 
Carlos Jr., he says with a laugh, “is always moving 
around. He's a little bit like me, gotta go to work, 
gotta do this. ” 

Though they are still too young to under- 
stand, Carlos frequently shows them pictures of 
their mother and displays photos of her through- 
out their home. “I will make sure they know 
who their mother was,” he says, “and how many 
sacrifices she made for them.” The quadruplets 
also keep Carlos looking ahead, rather than back 
on all that he's lost. “I wish Erica could be here 
now and watch with me,” he says. “But I look 
at my babies' faces, and it keeps me pushing 
forward. They need me. I don't have time to sit 
around and grieve.” •

1 hree years ago Emily Maynard Johnson was fall- 
ing apart. A shy single mother with a lilting south- 
ern accent and a heartbreaking past, she'd just 
broken up with her fiance, ending her second 
reality TV engagement in a span of 16 months. Millions of 
viewers had watched her fall in love 
with Brad Womack on The Bachelor in 
2011 and then with Jef Holm during 
her stint as The Bachelorette in 2012.

Somehow Maynard Johnson finally found a 
happily ever after. Now a happily married mother 
of two, she's written a book about that journey / 
Said Yes, which explains how she overcame trag- 
edy found lasting love and was sustained by her 
Christian faith. "Of course I have regrets/' says 
the 30-year-old jewelry designer. "But they have 
no effect on me now. My life is exactly what I 
always wanted it to be.'' 

Raised in Morgantown , W. Va., by mom Susan 
and dad David, a coal-mine owner, Emily Maynard 
often felt like an outsider When she started hoard- 
ing school in Boca Raton, Fla., her deep yearning 
for acceptance had painful consequences. Over a 
period of six months Maynard was hospitalized 
twice in a psychiatric ward— once following a sui- 
cide threat and again after she overdosed on pre- 
scription pills. 

I never really wanted to end things. I was 
screaming for help and I did it in the extreme way. 
It makes me sad to think about. I didn't have hope 
in anything. I was so focused on this part of my 
heart that was empty that I couldn't see beyond 
where I was then. As great as things are now, it's 
been a struggle for me internally, dealing with 
fulfillment, looking for my purpose and wonder- 
ing where I fit in. 


“I had a great 
childhood,” says 
Maynard (in 
1997), “but high 
school was really 
hard.” “I still 
hear Ricky’s 
voice,” says 
Maynard (with 
Hendrick in 
2004, eight 
months before 
his death). “I still 
believe that he’s 
part of our lives 
in a huge way. 
And I see him in 
Ricki every day.” 
Athen 
19-year-old

“Iseeteenaged 
girls now, and 
it’s crazy to think 
I was raising a 
child at that age.” 


At 16, Emily met Ricky Hendrick, a former profes- 
sional race-car driver who was then 21. Just months 
after the pair moved in together in Charlotte, N.C., 
Ricky was killed in a plane crash that also took the 
lives of nine others. Days later Emily learned she was 
pregnant. With both families’ support, she would 
raise her daughter as a single 19-year-old mother. 

I was suppressing my feelings [of grief] 
because I read that you could hurt the baby. So I 
tried to think about my due date— that was the 
day I had to get to. After [daughter Ricki, now 10] 
was born, it was immediate. I knew something 
was missing from that moment. I had been so 
focused on that day, getting there and then 
holding her, all I could think was, "This is the 
closest I'm ever going to get to Ricky again in this 
lifetime.'' It opened this whole bag of emotions. 
I was really angry, depressed. I didn't want to 
get out of bed. At the time, I didn't know it was 
postpartum depression. I went to therapy, but 
nothing they told me was going to make me 
feel better. I knew antidepressants wouldn't help 
me. I'd been down that road. Mine was an issue 
of the heart. 

When Ricki got older, Emily began dating but 
struggled to find a stable relationship. 

The first couple of years were so hard. I didn't 
know if I was coming or going or where I fit in. I 
was doing things that were totally out of charac- 
ter for me just a year before, looking for approval 
from boys. I felt so unlovable and rotten about 
myself, about some of the choices that I made 
that I didn't even want to go to church. I thought 
there's no way God could love me now. I wanted 
to be married so badly. I wanted that for Ricki. I 
wanted a husband to put a Band-Aid on things. 
When The Bachelor came along, I thought, 
"Maybe this is where I'll find somebody. It was a 
light at the end of the tunnel.'' 

On the show Emily caught Brad Womack’s 
eye from night one, and he proposed on the

season finale. Within weeks their whirlwind 
romance began to unravel 

I had feelings inside me saying, “This isn't right, 
something is off." I made so many excuses for us. I 
wanted it so badly. I thought, maybe after the show 
was over, the walls would drop and we could be 
silly and have fun. But we were just two different 
people. I think I loved him, but I 
don't know if I was in love with him. 
And I put pressure on myself. I 
wanted to be able to go back to my 
family and be like, “See, it worked out 
great!" It was so stressful. 

Three months after the proposal 
Emily and Brad split up. But Emily 
^ gave reality romance another chance 

and signed on for The Bachelorette 
in 2012. By the end of the season , she 
had her final pick: JefHolm. 

Jef was a free-spirited, fun, young 
guy and he brought that out in me. 
But I told him, I don't want to get 
engaged. I didn't want to put myself 
back in the same situation to get 


engaged twice on national television 
and have it not work out twice. On 
the day of the finale, I remember he 
walked up and his pants were really 
tight. I thought, “Okay, there's no 
ring box in there." [When he did pro- 
pose], it took me a while but I was 
like, “You know what? You've lived 
this life of caution and second guess- 
ing everything. Just do it." But 
within moments, my daughter ran 
up to us and I knew this is not right. 
How did I get engaged to someone 
who's never really spent time 
around my daughter? I had this 
weight on my heart like, “I've done it 
again!" I really wanted it to work, but 
I knew in my heart it wasn't going to. 

Emily weathered accusations of 
cheating on Holm , and the pair broke 
up after just three months. 

It was really hard for me. I stayed 
home, I lost weight, I cut off all my 
hair, I felt totally isolated. 

In 2013 she reconnected with an old 
friend ' Tyler Johnson , at her local 
church. Thepair dated for ayear before 
Tyler proposed. They chose to stay 
celibate until their June 2014 wedding. 

I felt like I had broken God's heart 
so many times before, all the times 
I had messed up and done things I 
knew He would be sad about. It was an outward 
showing of love for God. And it made our relation- 
ship that much more special. Not having sex 
before we were married brought us closer; it was 
about getting to know our hearts. Tyler was so 
respectful. We held each other accountable. 

Last July Emily and Tyler welcomed son 
Jennings , now 7 months. 

It's so silly, but now, just going to a restaurant 
and saying “Family of four," that's exciting to me. 
Forever I thought it was just going to be me and 
Ricki. This time around is different. With Ricki, I 
never really saw the joy in it. I was getting up at 
night and feeding her, but I never took a minute to 
breathe her in and appreciate those moments. So 
this one, I want to remember everything about it. 

I can't wait to get up in the middle of the night now. 
And I can't wait to have another one! I've learned 
that everybody's life is messy. Everybody goes 
through crap. But when I look back on the times 
when I was feeling the most hopeless, I can see 
God's faithfulness. Even the times I felt the lowest, 

He was there, planning something so much better 
for me than I ever could have imagined. •

FOR 10 YEARS REPORTER CHRISTINE 

PELISEK FOLLOWED THE BLOODY 
TRAIL OF LONNIE FRANKLIN JR.- 

AND HELPED VICTIMS FIND JUSTICE

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eporter Christine Pelisek 
was covering crime 
for the newspaper LA 
Weekly when she found 
connections between the 
suspicious deaths of 38 
women in Los Angeles 
County over a four-year 
timeframe. Through re- 
lentless investigation and 
countless hours interview- 
ing victims’ families and 
other sources, she found a 
survivor of the serial killer she dubbed 
the Grim Sleeper because of the nearly 
14-year break he appeared to have taken 
from killings , between 1988 and 2002. 
Currently Lonnie Franklin Jr., 63, a 
married father of two and former Los 
Angeles Police Department mechanic, 
is on trial as the Grim Sleeper, charged 
with 10 counts of murder and one count 
of attempted murder. He has pleaded 
not guilty and is facing the death penal- 
ty. Now a reporter for People, Pelisek— 
whose story was the inspiration for the 
2014 Lifetime movie The Grim Sleeper 
and who is working on a book about 
the case (from Counterpoint Press)— 
reveals the twists and turns that led to 
catching the man police say terrorized 
women for decades. 



I made frequent appearances at the Los 

Angeles County coroner's office, inves- 
tigating everything from gang murders 
and organized crime hits to robberies 
gone awry. But on a chilly winter day in 
2006, a coroner source told me his 
office had compiled a list of 38 random, 
suspicious deaths of women over four 
years. Many had been disposed of like 
trash in the dark alleyways of South Los 
Angeles or in Dumpsters across L.A. 
County. Most were strangled, shot or 
stabbed. Some were beaten so badly 
they were barely recognizable. 

After months of prodding, the cor- 
oner source handed over the list, and 
I started looking for connections be- 
tween the cases. I had reviewed 36 
cases and was down to the last two: the 
2002 murder of 15-year-old foster-care 
runaway Princess Berthomieux and 
the 2003 murder of Valerie McCorvey,

That was when I 
realized a serial killer was on the loose. 

These victims— shot with a .25-cal. 
pistol between 1985 and 1988— includ- 
ed a 29-year-old cocktail waitress and 
a teenager who lived at home with her

parents. All of their bodies had been 
dumped in dirty back alleys, hidden 
under mattresses and garbage. All were 
black. And the killer was at large. 


For the next four years I conducted my 

own investigation: I drove through alley- 
ways in South Los Angeles, knocked on 
doors, thumbed through coroner 
reports and interviewed more than 100 
people. I tracked down family members 
of the young women who were mur- 


dered. None had been told by detectives 
that their daughters, mothers or nieces 
had died at the hands of a serial killer. 

When I showed up on the door- 
step of the home of Mary and Por- 
ter Alexander— whose 18-year-old 
daughter Monique was found dead on 
Sept. 11, 1988, in an alley— they told me 
they had not heard from the police in 
more than 20 years. Monique's father. 
Porter, was devastated police didn't 
let his family know that a serial 
killer had murdered his daughter.

“No- 
body came to us ." 


In August 2008 my story about the 

Grim Sleeper hit newsstands. It focused 
on a secret LAPD task force that was set 
up after police discovered the unknown 
killer had struck again in January 2007, 
this time claiming the life of 25-year-old 
Janecia Peters. Her body was 
found in a plastic garbage bag 
in a Dumpster in South L.A. 

The killer left his DNA on the 
bag's twist tie. 

I was flooded with poten- 
tial tips. Most callers were 
concerned citizens worried 
that a neighbor or a friend 
might be the killer. Most of 
them didn't want to call the 
LAPD directly while others 
were angry because they did 
call the police and hadn't 
heard back from a detective. 

To my surprise, many fe- 
male callers pointed fingers 
at their husbands or boy- 
friends. One woman said 
her friend, an attractive man in his 40s, 
was the killer. 

“He's very sexual," she told me, “but 
he has the temper of Marvin Gaye and 
the cunning of Ted Bundy." She brought 
me a fork she stole from him at dinner 
to have it tested by police. 

Another woman was certain her 
husband was the Grim Sleeper. She 
couldn't say exactly why she suspect- 
ed him, only that she had a gut feeling. 
I met her a few weeks later, and she 
handed me a plastic bag. Inside the 
bag was a cup, and tucked inside the 
cup were napkins. “It's his sperm," 
she told me. At LAPD Det. Dennis Kil- 
coyne's urging, I refrigerated it, next 


to the ketchup and mustard in my 
fridge. Again, I took the sample to the 
task force. I was told neither sample 
matched the Grim Sleeper's DNA. 


I tracked down Grim Sleeper survivor Eni- 

etra Washington, a then-30-year-old 
mother of two who had narrowly sur- 
vived abrutal November 1988 attack. We 
met at a restaurant in South L.A. in the 


winter of 2009, near the spot two victims' 
bodies had been dumped. There, she 
finally agreed to share the horrific details 
of that night: She accepted a ride from a 
stranger outside a South L. A liquor store; 
the driver offered to take her to her 
friend's house, but instead he shot her, 
sexually assaultedher and tookaPolaroid 
picture of her before pushing her out of 
his car. Police linked evidence in her case 
to the Grim Sleeper, including the .25-cal. 
bullet pulled out of her chest. 

Washington feared for her life, but on 
several occasions the two of us drove 
the streets of South Los Angeles look- 
ing for the house where her attacker had 
briefly stopped to speak to a “relative." 


During these drives Washington 
would often accuse me of not paying 
attention, not listening to her directions 
and driving too slowly. As we drove up 
and down the streets, she picked out 
close to a dozen houses that fit the de- 
scription she remembered: a white 
house with a hedge in the front yard. I 
took photographs of each location. 

As the months passed, the attention 
was raising awareness in the commu- 
nity and victims' families 
were opening up and sharing 
information. In July 2010 
Grim Sleeper suspect Lon- 
nie Franklin Jr. was caught 
through familial DNA test- 
ing after his 28-year-old son 
Christopher was arrested and 
convicted of a felony weapons 
charge in 2009 and had to give 
up a DNA swab. Once it was 
determined Christopher was 
related to the killer, detec- 
tives followed the elder 
Franklin to a pizza place. As 
Franklin finished his meal, 
a detective posed as a bus- 
boy to collect the fork, a plas- 
tic cup, plate and pizza slice 
Franklin left behind. DNA from the piz- 
za slice matched DNA found on alleged 
Grim Sleeper victims. 

It's been five long years that the vic- 
tims' families have waited for Frank- 
lin's day in court, and dozens of victims' 
family members crowded in the ninth- 
floor courtroom on Feb. 16. I am so 
happy this moment has come for the 
families— their loved ones will never 
return, but now they have some form of 
peace. “I'm not relieved until it is over," 
says victim Barbara Ware's aunt Sherry 
Ware Costa. “There will never be 
closure . . .just, hopefully, justice." •

that I wake up wanting” she 
says.

M arc Forgione puts in 75-hour 
workweeks among his seven 
popular restaurants, including his 
namesake Tribeca contemporary 
eatery and his new fast-casual 
Lobster Press in the Pennsy food hall. But at home 
in his downtown New York City apartment, the 
Michelin-starred chef likes noth- 
ing better than roasting a chicken 
for his fiancee, Kristen Angelilli, 

31, after she's had "a rough day," 
or making his spin on traditional 
sausage and peppers (see recipe 
on page 84) for friends and family 
after the annual San Gennaro festi- 
val in his Little Italy neighborhood. 

"It's fun, don't get me wrong, but 


my apartment smells like a fried zeppole for two 
weeks, so we throw a party at the end," he says. 
"I basically cook versions of everything that's out 
there on the street." 

Before Forgione, 37, graduated from the Univer- 
sity of Massachusetts Amherst in 2001, making a 
career in the restaurant business wasn't at the 
top of his mind. "I wanted to be a 
rock star or, at one point, a forest 
ranger," he says. But working for 
his father, famed New York City 
chef Larry Forgione of An Amer- 
ican Place, rubbed off on him. "At 
a certain point I was working in 
restaurants just because I needed 
money," he says. "Then when I re- 
ally took a step back and thought

G eorgetown Cupcake founders and 
sisters Katherine Kaiiinis Berman 
and Sophie Kaiiinis LaMontagne 
have built their lives around two 
things: food and family.

“We're chefs and bakers. That's pretty much what 
we love to do, so I wanted to create an environment 
where we're drawn to it." When it came to design- 
ing the “essential room" in her house, Berman 
wanted it to have a certain familiar vibe. “I love the 
feeling of being in the bakery, so I did bring that 
into my own kitchen— everything from the marble 
counter to the lighting fixtures is very similar to 
what's in our stores." 

Georgetown Cupcake opened in Washing- 
ton, D.C., on Valentine's Day 2008 as a small 
neighborhood bakery. Berman, now 36, and 
LaMontagne, 38, had quit their jobs in fashion 
and finance, respectively, to follow their life- 
long dream. “Our grandmother really sparked 
our passion for baking at a young age," says 
LaMontagne, who, with her sister, now has 
five more locations, two bestselling cookbooks 
and starred on the reality show DC Cupcakes. 
They also just launched Cupcake Cam Live on 
tlc.com, a 24-hour, 7-day-a-week live-streaming 
peek into their flagship bakery. 

Another success came late last year, when the 
sisters lost a combined 105 lbs. in nine months. 
Berman, who shed the 60 lbs. she gained while 
pregnant with her daughter, and LaMontagne,
